To  make  known 
more  widely  what  the  Division  has  accomplished,  and  to  stimu¬ 
late  a  better  understanding  of  the  State-wide  program  which 
has  for  its  objective  the  decrease  of  crime,  poverty  and  defective¬ 
ness  among  the  Negroes,  this,  the  third  Public  Welfare  Institute 
for  Negro  social  workers  is  being  held. 

Probation  officers,  social  case  workers,  officers  and  workers 
from  voluntary  social  agencies  throughout  the  State  are  invited 
to  enroll  for  the  several  classes. 

Each  evening  there  will  be  special  lectures  by  experts  in 
their  respective  fields.  Preachers,  community  workers,  special 
teachers  and  citizens  interested  in  social  work  are  especially 
invited  to  the  evening  meetings.

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ST.  AUGUSTINE’S  COLLEGE 
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St.  Augustine's  College  was  chartered  in  1867  as  a  Normal  School  and 
Collegiate  Institute.  It  was  founded  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  training- 
worthy  and  capable  young  people  of  the  Negro  race  who  might  thus  become 
leaders  in  the  advancement  of  their  people. 

The  College  is  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  Special  attention  is  given 
to  those  preparing  to  be  high  school  teachers  or  to  enter  medical  or  other 
professional  and  graduate  schools. 

The  College  property  covers  110  acres,  including  a  beautiful  campus  of 
thirty-five  acres.  There  are  twenty  buildings,  most  of  them  brick  or  stone. 
The  property  is  valued  at  over  half  a  million  dollars. 

Connected  with  the  College  are  the  St.  Agnes  Hospital  and  Training  School 
for  Nurses  and  the  Bishop  Tuttle  Training  School,  with  Community  Center 
designed  to  train  workers  in  Religious  Education,  Social  Welfare  and  Public 
Health.

In  exceptional  cases  the  completion  of 
two  years  of  college  work  or  its  equivalent,  with  suitable  experience  in  some 
recognized  social  or  religious  agency,  will  be  accepted.  All  students  are 
required  to  offer  for  admission  an  introductory  course  of  college  grade  in 
biology  and  in  sociology. 


The  course  covers  a  two-year  period  of  class  instruction  with  field  work 
in  all  departments.  The  school  diploma  is  awarded  after  a  year’s  successful 
experience  in  a  suitable  position  which  the  student  has  secured  after  gradu¬ 
ation.  There  is  a  probationary  period  of  two  months  for  all  students.

FOREWORD 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  social  and  economic  security  has  been  the  pre¬ 
dominant  theme  for  the  past  several  years  in  State  and  National  Conferences 
of  Social  Service,  it  is  peculiarly  fitting  that  we  attempt  to  analyze  the  place 
of  the  Negro  in  relationship  to  the  security  program.  We  have  therefore 
designated  “The  Negro  in  the  Recovery  Program”  as  the  theme  of  the 
Eleventh  Annual  Welfare  Institute.  In  educational,  health,  agricultural  and 
general  welfare  programs  made  possible  through  the  Social  Security  Act 
and  other  recovery  measures,  how  is  the  Negro  faring?  What  efforts  have 
been  made  to  raise  his  general  standard  of  living,  to  increase,  through 
education  and  vocational  training,  his  productivity  and  therefore  his  useful¬ 
ness  as  a  citizen  of  North  Carolina?  We  believe  it  is  very  definitely  the 
responsibility  of  those  branches  of  our  State  Government  concerned  primarily 
with  its  social  services  to  make  of  this  minority  group  one  of  the  State’s 
strong  assets.  For  years  there  has  been  in  the  building,  a  foundation  of 
goodwill  and  mutual  understanding  between  our  two  races  and  upon  that 
the  structure  may  rest.  What,  shape  the  structure  itself  shall  take  rests 
with  the  educational  and  social  forces  of  the  State.  For  that  reason  we  are 
taking  our  annual  inventory,  so  to  speak,  that  we  may  know  the  social 
progress  made  as  well  as  the  needs  that  are  to  be  met.  And  we  are  extending 
to  other  governmental  agencies  and  to  individual  citizens  a  hearty  invitation 
to  share  freely  in  the  discussions  of  our  two-day  Public  Welfare  Institute.
